The manufacture of needles is a sub- 


ject full of interesting study. 
Nearli 


all of the needles used throughout thl 
civilized world are maile in England 
the principal factories being located a. 
Iledditch and othcrsuburbs of Birming 
haru. There aro also factories in Franc 
and Germany, but they make a com- 
paratively small number. 
Probably 


there is no instrument manufactured 
which receives such common use by 
people of all classes. 
The varietv in 


uso is wonderful; there are about sev- 
erity distinct kinds and numerous styles 
of each kind. 
For instance, there are 


no loss than thirty distinct stylos ol 
surgeons' needles, and perhaps there 
are as many varieties of the numerous 
other kinds, which include hand, ma- 
chine, sail, darning, knitting, uphol- 
sterers', broom, bone, and others too 
numerous to mention. 


The first known of neeillc-makino- 


was at Nuremberg in 1370, by Gaarne'r 
Gurton, but those were crude in mako 
and formed of rough material. 
That 


needles, or something to do their work, 
were infuse before that date there can 
be httle^loubt, but nothing has been 
told in the records. 
The first mention- 


ed of the needle trade in London was 
in 1548, and in 1666 Cromwell created 
a corporate body of tho needle-makers. 
The needle? then made were practical- 
ly the same a* those in daily use now, 
although the facilities of manufacture 
havo been greatly improved. The pro- 
cess of manufacture requires two 
or 


three weeks, from cutting tho wire be- 
fore the needle is ready to ship 


The early manufacturers had a very 


simple and awkward workshop, but at 
present the greater part of the work is 
done by machinery. Two needles are 
cut, pointed, and the eyes stamped at 
one move of tho machine. 
Then the 


wire is cut in two between the eyes and 
the roi.gh edge filed. Formerly tho 
points were ground by a man who held 
them to the wheel and had hia mouth 
tied up with a cloth. Yet the dust en- 
tered his lungs and caused hemorrhage 
if he continued at the work any consid- 
erable length of time. 
Now the nee- 


dles are held by a pair of rubber hands, 
which do the work equally well. 


The first patent obtained for manu- 


facturing needles was taken out by 
William Shovvard in 1775. 
There are 


no hand-needles made in this country. 
An attempt was made for a time to 
manufacture them at Springliold.Mass., 
but it was not a financial success. 
Nearly all sewing machine needles are 
made here, and they are tho only ones 
made to "any extent outside of England. 
A man named Kllithorpe probably is as 
large a manufacturer as i? known here, 
and he usually sends to England unless 
a small number of somo special stylo is 
wanted. There are long-eyed, round- 
eyed, egg-eyed, and counter-sunk eyed 
needles. 
Tho eyes are finished "by 


stringing tho needles on a wiro and 
swinging them rapidly, then tho rough 
rim is cut 
off', and they are put into

their meerschaums n ill not turn from 
their natural ycllovvi,h-white color to a 
rich brown, even after tho smokers 
have smoked tlienisc ves into tho color 
of a dried mummy in tho effort.

the artist has finishe 1 cutting the de- 
sign and has shaped the bowl; the fin- 
iahcd bowl is boilei! in wax. Why in 
wn\? Because the v ax penetrates tho 
pores for a short distance beneath the 
surface and serves to keep tho coloring 
matter in the pipe. 
The coloring ma£ 


ter is the oil of tobm co, not nicotine, 
as many erroneous) r suppose, and it 
sinks into the meoi achaum, which is 
simply a very pornis clay, and is 
stopped by the wax lefore it is driven 
out nt tho outer surface by the heat 
inside. 
If it were not for the wax the 


coloring matter woul J pass out and get 
rubbed off and the pi 10 would never be 
colored. A glazing of glass would do 
as well as wax. but wax is the cheap- 
est material that has been found for the 
purpose.

when 
over-anxious 


smokers try to huny the process of 
coloring the pipe. In "smoking pipeful 
after pipeful of tobacco, the wax ia 
driven out, leaving t ie pipe raw and 
dry. 
The nearer to the top of the 


bowl the wax is kept tho liner it will 
look when colored, i he smoker should 
take long, slow pulU at the pipe, and 
after one pipeful is exhausted the pipe 
should be laid down I y cool off before 
it is filled again. — Lii.ctmtuU Commer- 
cial Gazette.

Afghan and crochet needles are made 
of wood or bono usually. The leviathan 
crochet and knitting needles are some- 
times one inch in diameter. 
Fine steel 


crochet needles to be used in handles of 
bone or other material are called tam- 
bour needles. Although there is such 
a great variety of needles there is an 
occasional order from some particular 
old bachelor or other eccentric individ- 
ual for a peculiar needle to suit his in- 
dividual fancy. 


"Whalebone.

for many purposes.and perpetual hunt- 
ing has diminished tho numbers as well 
as the size of the whales, no animal 
having a chance of attaining its full di- 
mensions before it is harpooned. 
Of- 


ten, nowadays, a whaling ship returns 
"clean," i. e., without having captured 
a single whale, so that, what with the 
lessened prices and diminished num- 
bers and dimensions of the animals, 
whaling has become almost a lottery 
instead of a solid investment of capital, 
and few shipowners care to run such a 
risk. Furnished with its wonderful 
horny sieve, the Greenland whale has 
no difficulty in procuring its food. 
With mouth more or less open it swims 
backward and forward through the 
shoals of the Clio, which mosfly are 
found near tho surface. 
The water es- 


capes freely between the horny plates 
and lining fringe, while the animals are 
detained within the cage. 
When it 


wishes to swallow the prey which it has 
caught it employs its tongue, which is 
not less remarkable than the rest of the 
whale's structure. The tongue is not 
free except at the base, as with mam- 
mals generally, so that it is impossible 
for the animal to protrude its tongue 
from its mouth. The tongue is fixed 
by nearly the whole of its edge, so th»t 
it,can only be .protruded upward." 
I 


once had an opportunity of examining 
the tongue of a small baleen whale 
which had been cast ashore. It was of 
great size, smooth on the surface, and 
I could not help thinking that it was 
very like a soft, well-stuffed pin cush- 
ion. I pressed upon its center with my 
fingers, and found that a pit was form- 
ed which rapidly filled with oiL 
Then 


I took a hammer and pressed the head 
of It on the tongue. The pit formed by 
the pressure became deeper and larg- 
er, and filled so fast with oil that not 
only was the whole of the hammer sub- 
merged in the oil, bat my hand And 
wrist also. .

The Electrical Age. 


The possible applications of the prin- 


ciple of the electrical transmission of 
power, writes a contributor to the Van 
Kottrand'i Magazine, are almost num- 
berless. We shall, I believe, at no 
distant date, have great central sta- 
tions, possibly situated at the bottom 
of coal pits, where enormous steam en- 
gines will drive many electric ma- 
chines. We shall have wires laid along 
every street, the electricity tapped iS- 
to every house, and the quantity of 
electricity used in every house regis- 
tered as gas is at present. The storage 
battery will fill a place corresponding 
to the gasometer in the gas system" 
making the current steady, rendering 
the consumer independent of the irreg- 
ular action or stoppages of the dynam- 
os of the central station, and enabling 
the use of dynamos of the highest ten- 
sion—i c., those which produce cur- 
rents of the greatest intensity. The 
electricity will be passed through little 
electric machines to drive machinery, 
to 
produce ventilation, to replace 


stoves, and to work all sorts of appa- 
ratus, as well as to give everybody an 
electric light. Solar heat will be used 
to run the dynamos in the cloudless re- 
gions. Everywhere the power of the 
tides and such waterfalls as Niagara 
are to be utilized. Is not a millennium 
to be anticipated when the water-pow- 
er of a country shall be available at 
every door? 


Steam, which in the last century has 


conferred so many benefits on the 
world, will give way before electricity. 
The dynamo will replace the steam 
engine. This prediction seems wild 
and visionary, 3 et wh«n steam was first 
thought of as an, available force its ad- 
vocates were considered, just as the 
advocates of dynamical electricity to- 
day are considered, mere enthusiasts. 
But public opinion never stops rbo 
march of intellect. 
After it had proved 


the powers of steam to be enormous, 
genins never halted, but straightway 
went on anticipating still more wonder- 
ful discoveries in the realm of electric- 
ity. 


The prophetic kin of science was 


happily exhibited by Dr. Lardner in 
his treatise on the steam 
engine. 


"Philosophy," said he, half a century 
ago, "already directs her lingers at 
sources of inexhaustible power in the 
phenomena of electricity and magnet- 
i-m, and many causes combine to 
justify the expectation that we are on 
the eve of mechanical discoveries still 
greater than any which have yet ap- 
peared, and that the steam engine it- 
self, with the gigantic powers confer- 
red upon it by the immortal Watt, will 
dwindle into insignificance in compari- 
son with the hidden powers of nature 
still to be revealed; and tho day will 
come when that machine which is now 
extending the blessings of civilization 
to the most remote skirts of the glebe 
will cease to have existence, except in 
the page of history:"

A Graphic Account of lt» Wfinden 


Animal and Vegetable Life. 


In 


A correspondent of tho Hartford 


Times, writing^ about the wonderful 
things seen in Florida, says: 


We turn a sharp angle in tho St 


John's river, and pass near a bed of 
water lettnce, which is often carried by 
the wind or cnrrenl into sheltered 
spots until it forms great masses of 
bright green vegetation. 
This plant 


is rightly named, for it closely resem- 
bles lettuce in, appearance, "it floats 
with its roots near the surface and 
grows without any dependence on the 
soil. In fact, that is one of the marvels 
of vegetable life down here. Air plants 
of great variety grow on the trunks of 
trees, and it is a matter of no import- 
ance whether the tree is alive or dead; 
in fact, tie the plants to the posts of the 
veranda and they flourish just as well, 
bloom and then die. Other plants 
grow pinned to a curtain; moas grows 
m air, and luxuriantly, if damp enough. 
The Spanish bayonet, tipped over and 
with no root iu the ground, continues 
to shoot out its*thick-spiked leaves. 


We warp around into a creek so nar- 


row that in matay places we can touch 
the foliage on either side. Both banks 
of the creek nearly all the way aro 
very low. The trees seem"to grow out 
of the water. As the wind has little 
effect from the fact that tho creek is so 
sheltered, the trees and vegetation are 
mirrored as cleirly in the water as 
seen in the air abov« it. Only a thin 
line separates tie upward growth from 
tho downward rsflection. 
We can look 


in either air or water, and scan the 
trunks cf the trees aqd their foliage, 
And what variety of colors! There"is 
the bright red flower of tho swamp 
maple, with its followingof fresh green 
leaves. There is thdTsweet gum, with 
its star-shaped leaves of all colors.from 
green to bronze. The idea occurred 
on the sight of this tree that the frosts 
of Winter nipped tho leaves, and that 
before they had time to fall Spring had 
infused new life into them, and fresh- 
ened up the autumnal tints. In stroni* 
contrast with the fresh green aro the 
dark limbs and trunks of the tree, 
many of which have not yet put on 
their Summer attire. 
Among the trees 


the cypress attracts attention, Tall 
and straight, with a short growth of 
branches at the top.it grows very large, 
sometimes having a diameter of three 
feet. 
Its branches hang with moss, 


and in Spring it puts forth a somber- 
colored flower resembling dead leaves. 
Only now and then can wo see one that 
has as yet put out its short, delicate" 
leaf, whicli much resembles that of tho 
pine, but is shorter and finer. 
One 


wonders how they get life enough to 
support such largo bodies. Butin^these 
swamps the trees throw out no tap 
roots, and if the tops and branches 
were heavy and spreading they would 
bo easily overthrown by fierce winds. 


Through these swamps the mistletoe 


abounds. It is easier secq in Winter,

Water-BIastjng. 


The value of water as an aid to blast- 


ing when used in connection with ex- 
plosives is rapidly becoming recognized 
in this country, as well as in the large 
mines and quarries of Europe. 
Ordi- 


nary blasting with gunpowder in coal- 
mining is done by boring a hole in the 
face of the coal about two inches in di- 
ameter and four or five feet deep. 
Into 


this is inserted the powder cartridge, 
together with the slow fuse, when The 
hole has been well tamped, filled with 
any dry refuse rammed in tight, then 
fired by lighting the fuse. 
In this op- 


eration (and we have described it thus 
not to show any new ideas connected 
with it, but for comparison) a very dan- 
gerons flame, especially in gaseous 
pits, is created, and appalling results 
often ensue; carbonic acid and snlphnr- 
ous acid gases are generated, very dan- 
gerous to miners and mining proper- 
ties. 


When It is desired to blast with wa- 


ter together with gunpowder the pro- 
cess is conducted by inserting into the 
bore-hole a powder cartridge with the 
fuse attached as in the ordinary way; 
next to the powder cartridge is insert- 
ed into tha bore-hole a tube containing 
water. These tubes must be as large 
as the bore-hole will admit, and of any 
length convenient to handle, the larger 
the better; they may be made of any 
cheap material convenient, cheap thin 
tin-plate, or stout broken paper turned 
around on a wooden roller, after betn<* 
well pasted together, the ends closed 
with corks. 
The bore-hole is now 


tamped in the ordinary manner, the 
fuse lit, and the cartridge fired in the 
usual manner. 
• 


As « result of this process the follow- 


ing points of excellence, among many 
others, may be briefly mentioned: The 
powder in exploding bursts the tube 
containing the water, and, careful esti- 
mates show, with increased power or 
explosive violence, as the rendering 
force is extended through the water in 
accordance with the well-known prin- 
ciple of hydrostatics, practically dem- 
onstrated years ago by Bramah, over 
the enlarged interior area of the bore- 
hole, dde to the space occupied by the 
water-tube. 
A much larger quantity 


of the material to be mined or quarried 
is thereby brought down or loosened 
with a small quantity of the explosive 
used. The heat mven off by the burn- 
ing of the powder and surrounding 
gases converts a large proportion at 
the water into steam, the elastic force 
of which assists in the operation of 
blasting; the steam and remaining wa- 
ter together extinguish the flame and 
flash of the powder, and absorb and 
neutralize the greater portion of the 
gases sad smoke resulting from the ex- 
plosion. 


It will readily be seen that by this 


process are met together economy, 
power, and safety, the system being

It bears 
no resemblance to the domestic turkey, 
except that it is good to eat. It is not 
large, and is of a dull plumage.

SPUING NOTES— THE PRESIDENT'S 
RECEPTION. 


WASHINGTON, April 21, 1885. 


EDITOR GAZETTE : — Last Thursday 


was the twenty-third anniversary of 
the abolition of slavery in this Dis- 
trict. It is one of the high days 
among the colored population, and 
tbis year was more extensively ob- 
served than for ta number of j ears. 
There was a large procession in which 
all shades and degrees of darkeydom 


v ere represented. No colored citizen 
who could borrow or hire a horse 
misssd being in the parade, and those 
whose means were limited, clubbed to- 
gether and procured big stagecoaches. 
Many of the wagons — and some were 
very unique — contained women and 
children, and some of them were also 
very unique. Several districts of the 
city elected queens to represent them. 
These dusky maidens of royalty, high 
mounted on thrones and surrounded by 
guards and bevies of maids of honor, 
created great sensation. The maids 
of honor were arrayed in white dresses 
aud pink sashes. Pink and white with 
a dark background. The procession 
was reviewed by the President, but he 
did not manifest consciousness of any 
oT the grotesque features of the affair. 
He wore the forced smile he always 
has at public receptions. He does not 
seem to enjoy or be at ease when he 
comes in contact with the public. The 
solored people were naturally greatly 
exercised when they knew a Demo- 
cratic administration would be ushered 
in on March 4th. 
Not a few among 


the most ignorant were fearful of be- 
ing again thrown into slavery. So 
ever since the inauguration the Pres- 
ident has deputations of colored citi- 
zens calling on him to ascertain what 
the policy of the new administration 
would be toward the negro race. As in 
the civil service matter, the President 
speaks well, but does not promise that 
in the South the colored man shall 
have the right to vote as he pleases. 
It would not do for that promise to be 
made, for, as the editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution says in the April Century, 
"the white race will continue to dom- 
inate the colored," and "the 
South 


must be allowed to settle the social re- 
lations of the races according to her 
own views of what is right and best." 
This editor does not say nor mean that 
tha inhabitants, white and black, shall 
settle as to what is "right and best," 
but that the South, the white element, 
must be allowed to settle the matter 
for both races. This being the uni- 
versal sentiment of tha "dominant" 
party in the South, of course the Pres- 
ident, even if he desired, could not 
promise that matters should be differ- 
ed. 


During inauguration 
week and a 


short time after opportunity was of- 
fered the public to go up to the top of | 
th(s Washington Monument. 
Among 


a large crowd I found myself one day 
struggling to get iu at the entrance to 
the monument. I succeeded, but a large 
part of the crowd did not, as the ele« 
vator was just making its last trip for 
the day. 
It took about fifteen minutes 


for the elevator to reach the top. Some 
of the visitors were surprised to find 
that the walls inside did not taper as 
on the outside. As we ascended the 
stones from different States and coun 
trios that bad been set in the walls 
were dimly visible, but nobody ap- 
peared to consider them very attrac- 
tive. When we arrived at the top we 


flowering magnolia tree which is pro- 
bably now in full bloom.

dition it is a mass of white blossoms 
from top to bottom. 
Not a leaf is 


visible anywhere about it. It is a 
beautiful spectacle and is

honored by hosts of visitors. Its 
splendor, however, lasts but a few 
day's and it is as sober as any green 
leafed tree all the rest of the yen. 


The first formal reception to citizens 


at large, was given by the President 
this evening. It bad been postponed 
two weeks previously on account of 
General Grant's critical illness at that 
time.

9 until 11. When we arrived at ten 
o'clock the line of people 
reached 


from the entrance to the White House, 
to the gate at the entrance of the 
grounds. The people then had been 
passing in for an hour. 
The entire 


suite of state apartments were open, 
and were elaborately decorated. 
The 


conservatory was a mass of blossoms 
and foliage and we suppose we must 
say that the young ladies promenading 
there were 
fairer than the flowers. 


Some of them who wore dresses too 
short at the top certainly attracted as 
much attention as the floral display. 
The President seemed more easy in his 
manner than heretofore. 
He shook 


hands amiably with everybody, but 
must have felt so much hand-shaking 
tiresome 
and 
monotonous.

What We Can do (a Prevent n Cbttlers 


Epldemlr. 


But we have not at our command a 


simple and sovereign remedy by means 
of which the individual predisposition 
to cholera may be done away with, and 
yet we can do something in this direc- 
tion. Everything which tends to lower 
the general health and cause depres- 
sion, but especially those conditions 
which induce diarrhoea, predisposes to 
cholera. 
To these matters every one 


must look for himself, and his own ef- 
forts may be aided by the advice of 
doctors. 
The organs of public health 


may also effect much. Medical treaU 
meat should be obtained for the ear- 
liest cases of cholera and diarrhoea. 
Care must be taken by the authorities 
and by the community to take meas- 
ures for the treatment of the sick. 
But the difficult point in the preven- 
tion of cholera is the predisposition in 
time and place. 
It is no use urging, 


as the contagionists do, that we sannot 
change the nature of the soil. One of 
the established facts concerning epi- 
demics of cholera is the tendency of 
the disease to rage in those quarters 
where the greatest filth prevails. All 
towns which have been provided with 
good drainage and water supply have 
lost their susceptibility ta cholera. 
England affords the best example of 
this fact. 
In 1349 there were re- 


corded 53,237 deaths from cholera, in 
1854 the numbers were 20,097, and in 
1866 only 14,378, while from 1872 to 
1874, 
when several epidemics pre- 


vailed on the Continent, cholera did 
not reach England. 
I do not imagine 


that this immunity was due to the 
want of predisposition to cholera as 
regards conditions of time. The case 
of Fort William in Calcutta may be 
•gain referred to, as there, I believe, 
the immunity from cholera now en- 
joyed was due not merely to the intro- 
duction of a better supply of water, 
but largely also to the improvement in 
the other matters of hygiene.—Popu- 
\aa Science Monthly for May.

Household 


articles were often inventoried In gronps, by 
rooms, so that the actual equipment of par- 
lor, bed-room, kitchen, attic, aud cellar are 
faithfully set forth. Thus U seems to have 
been a usual circumstance to have a lied in 
the parlor as late u 1760, and probably for 
nome years afterward. In 1750 Robert 
Sotcher's parlor was so adorned, and like- 
wise that of Hugh Banter before mentioned. 
Sotcber's "common room" contained "three 
•null tables, three wooden chain, an old 
settle, a gun, • powder born, some brass 
candlesticks on the manllepiece, and some 
pewter ID the closet." Hunter9* common 
room was furniab»d with "a small table, 
seven chain, and an old looking-glass." 
Both Hunter aud Soicher were well-to-do 
eople. 
Tbfl fu robbing of their1 houses did 


not materially differ from that of the general 
pubic in that day. Even the wealthy spent 
little in the mere adornment of habitation or 
person 
These schedules show the belong- 


ings of "all sorts and conditions of me c.' 
The masses were engaged iu farming, but 
we get an insight into the affairs of the 
storekeepers, aud those engaged in the small 
industries pursued in a primitive commu- 
nity. Some of the old merchants conducted 
business In a very bumble way. 
Thomas 


Beaton, Solebury, 1733, had in stock at his 
death "a surtout, some leather breeches, a 
fountain pen aid inkstaud, a flag handker. 
fcief, three pairs of buttons, a penknife, a 
roll of pigtail tobacco, and "Fisher's Arith- 
metic." This was one of the popular school 
books ot the time. Little mention is mads 
of books. Nearly everybody who bad es- 
t ate enough to get into the course of admin, 
iatratlon had a Bible. Books are simply 
designated as "a lot of books,'' so that it is 
very difficult to discover from tbil source 
what kind of literature found its way into 
:he early homes. 


The old inventories in the estates of de- 


ceased persona filed in the Register's ofhce 
n Dovlestown, exhibit in the greatest de- 
tail the state of society In colonial times. 
There are certain articles wLicli appear IB all 
.be ancient lists as a put of the necessary 
outfit of the time. Nothing appears more 
requently than the nfle., U was an India- 
pensible article in • land where game 
abounded and a ready defense against in- 
ruders when neighbors were few and far 
>etween. Another feature of these docu- 
ments is "the riding bone, saddle and fur- 
nture" and the total absence of any refer- 
ence to driving horses and wheeled vehicles 
except the cart. It was a long time before 
be riding horse yielded to the "trotting 
horse." The development of social progress 
as exhibited in the changing uses of this 
noble companion of man can be aasily traced. 
He was ia high etteem with the sutlers. 
They gave him pet names. In the inven- 
tory of Hugh Hunter's estate, who died at 
Newtown in 1776, mention is made of the 
bay hone "Buck," the black mare "Bess," 
be brown mare "Bonnie." An important 
jart of the "furniture" of the horse was the 
side-saddle." This shows that the Pennsyl- 
aiiia grandame sat a horse well and sug- 


gests a ruddy and robust womanhood such 
as is still to be found in England.

—Colonel Ludlow, in his address before the 
'rankiin Institute, on the subject of the 
uture water supply for Philadelphia, said: 
'The surreys now going on hare shown 
bat an aqueduct to the Ferkiomen, 
miles iuu^, iz ftet m di«meter and with a 
grade of one foot in 6,000, carrying 210,000-, 
XX) gallons daily into the city, would cost 
about $6,000,000. An aqueduct, of the same 
liameter and grade, to Point Pleasant, on 
he 
Delaware, about half-way between 


rrenton and Easlon, wonld co» about $12-, 
X»,000. The water at Point Pleasant was 
onnd to be nearly as good as at the Gap. 
The upper Delaware, Colonel Lndlow said, 
drained a wilderness, washed and leached 
or thousands of years perhaps, and barren 
f population, agriculture and mining. A 
supply from that region would probably 
meet the requirements of this city for hun- 
dreds of years. The upper Schuylkill was
